| visited a prison in Miami, Florida, for research. While interviewing 
the warden, | asked, “Is there any difference in the sorts of crimes 
committed by the male and female convicts?” 

| had a preconceived notion that the men probably tended 
to commit more violent crimes than the women, who were more 
likely to commit less heinous crimes. 

The warden answered, “No. There’s no difference between the 
men and the women. Both groups contain convicted murderers 
and rapists all the same.”
